13. It appears then that of all the Districts under 
the Bengal Presidency, the change was on or soon 
after tho 30th June complete in the Revenue Departs 
ment in all, Inthe Judicial Department it was com- 
plete in the Courts of Civil and Session Judges in 
twelve Districts, and in those of Magistrates in twelve 
—it was advancing rapidly towards completion by the 
Civil aud Sessions Judges in nine Districts, and by 
Magistrates in fifteen. There wore but seven Districts 
in which /ett/e had heen done by Sessions Judges, and 
five in which the Magistrates had done little: by ono 
Officer only, had nothing been done. 


14 This result the Deputy Governor considers 
very satisfactory, and he has no doubt that the Sudder 
Court, by whom as well ax by the Sudder Board, this 
alteration of system, hay been very cordially and 
judiciously superintended, will not fail to cause in due 
time a full esimplianes with the injunctions of the 
Government by every funetionary under its eontroul. , 

lo. In Chittagong, as observed in a note to para- 
graph 5 of this Resolution, the change had been com- 
pletely made in the Revenue Department with excep- 
tion to settlement proceedings. In Moorshedabad as 
similarly noticed, the change had been effected with 
the sole exception of certain Registers and Docnments 
hitherto recorded in Persian In thocase of Moorshe- 
dabad the Commissioner states his intention of com- 
pleting the alteration without any exception as soon 
ag the Volumes of Kecuid, nuw byrun in Persian, are 
filled and new Books opened, and to this His Honor 
has nou objection, Respecting the excepted proveed- 
ings in Chittagong, the Deputy Governor is of opinion 
that, of all procecdings in a Collector’s Office, it is 
of most importance that those of Scttloments should 
be tn the Vernacular and he desires that the Board 
will direct the Commissioner to extend the necessary 
alteration without any delay to all Settlement pro- 
ceedings, 

16. A question has heen raised in regard to the 
Courts and Officers in the Provinee of Behar, whether 
the [indoustines language should be written in) the 
Nagree or jv the Persian character, and it has been 
decided by all the Authorities that the Persian cha- 
racter is to be preferred, 

17. In this, His Honor remarks, the Authorities 
are perhaps right as a commencement, hut he is satis- 
fied that the Nagree shonld eventually become the 
current character of the Behar Districts, and he de- 
sires that the Suddor Court and Sudder Board will 
communicate this opinion to the Local Authorities, 
with instructions to use gradual measures for the cae 
tious adoption of the Nagree character. 

i8, A fow other matters of detail call for Als 
Honor's observations, 

19, The sudder Court have instructed the Judgo 
of Dinagepore that all documents intended for trans- 
mission tu their Court, as well as Futwas, should he 
in Persian, but that translates shotild be made for the 
information of the parties concerned. 

20. But as tho langnave adopted by the Suddor 
Court itaelf, upon principles, in which the Deputy 
Governor fully concurs, is Hindoostanee. and Persian 
has been in that Court entirely disused, if would scem 
inconsistent to require the Mofussil Courts to forward 
Persian documents. The Court will be requested to 
re-consider this point. 

21. One Officer (Mr, Cracroft) suggests to the 
Sudder Court a caso of a Judge in Bengal, receiving a 
Roobukary in Bir} Bhaka fram a Judge at Muttra, 
or vice versa, and has desired a solution of the sup- 
posed difficulty. The case is not very likely to nap 
pon 5 but the suggestion of the Sudder Court, that ia 

3engal proper, public Officers should correspond in 
Bengallee ; and use the Oordoo in the Persian cha- 
racter, on all other ocoasiona of correspoudence with 
othor Officers, appears to the Deputy Governor unob- 
Jeotionable. 

22. The Ordors of Government are solictted by the 
Sudder Court, on the following point, viz. whether 
parties should be allowed té present Petitions in Per- 


sian. Jt is His Honor’s opinion that the practiog 
of allowing Petitions to be presented in Persian ought 
not to be too suddenly put a stop to. As certain 
classes become scenstouied to the local dialects it wil] 
gradually fall into disuse of its own accord. 


23. Tho Sudder Court enquire what is to be done 
with the Amlah, who may not be able to qualify them. 
selves within the present year for the transaction of 
business in the Vernacular language. Tho Deputy 
Governor observes that a reasonable time should 
be allowed by the Local Authorities to such Native 
Offivers as may not yet have qualified themselves, 
within which they will be required to complete their 
qualification.
